A WASHINGTON City dispatch 
of the 11 inst says the Geological 
Survey has at last mapped out the 
work: which it will perform the 
coming summer in regard to the 
investigation of what can be ac.

Abandoned at Sea. 

QuEENstTowN, April 12.—The steam- 
ship City of Chester, from New York, 
reported having passed on April 8th 
the damaged steamer Denmark, from 
Copenhagen for New York, water- 
logged and abandoned in mid-ocean. 
She was formerly a Belgian steamer 
under the name of Jan Breydel, and of 
2,260 tons. 

New York, April 12.—The news of 


| the abandonment in mid-ocean of the 


steamer Denmark was received here 
by a cable to the Maritime Exchange. 
She is said to have 650 passengers on 
boar’, mostly Scandinavians. 
Fanch, Eyde & Co., the agents of 
the company here, say they place no 
reliance in the dispatch, but have 
cahled the agents in London and Co- 
penhagen for further informgtion. 

The greatest excitement prevails in 
shipping circles over the loss of the 
Denmark. Thingvalla line is proba- 
bly the largest carrying immigrant 
line that plies between this port and 
Europe. The Denmark had on board 
when she left Christiansand for New 
York on the 26th of March 650 passen- 
gers, presumably all immigrants. In- 
cluding the vessel’s captain, R. M. 
Kundsen, the crew numbered forty 
men. The offices of the agents of the 
steamer, Funch, Edye & Co., No. 27 
South William street, has been 
thronged with people all the morning, 
anxiously inquiring for later news of 
Edye, of the firm, does 
He has cabled 
his London agents and sought by wire 
for further particulars from the Copen- 
hagen branch of the firm. 

The news spread rapidly down to wn, 
and among the first callers at the office 
was Maurice Stover,a young farmer 
from somewhere in Massachusetts, 
who got here last night to await the 
arrival of the steamer, in which his 
brother and sweetheart had taken 
passage. His grief was uncontrollable 
when Edye said that no contradictory 
dispatch had been received at noon. 

he Denmark was formerly the 
freight steamer Jan Rydel of the 
White Cross Line. Last Fall Funch, 
Edye & Co., who are also agents of 
the latter line, had the vessel put «in 
condition for passenger traffic, re-chria- 
tened her the Denmark, and trans- 
ferred her to the Thingvalla fleet. 
This was the vessel’s first trip from 
the other side under her new colors. 

The agent of the Thingvalla Line 
this afternoon said: ‘‘ We have a 
cablegam to the effect that the Den- 
mark left Christiansand on March 
26th, on her first voyage under the 
new flag and men. She had been com- 
pletely rebuilt, and it was thought by 
all that she was the best of our fleet. 
There were on board at the time of 
her departure at least 710 people. Of 
these, 650 were passengers. To man- 
age and look after the comfort of this 
large number, there must have been 
at least 60 in the crew, and 2 gts age 
the number may have reached 100 or 
peers 125. Therefore to be accounted

=. The Denmark was commanded 

y Captain Knudson, an old sea-faring 
man, who is not a man to abandon his 
ship to the mercy of the waves when 
there is One chance in even a thousand 
of getting her into port.

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 "QGaptare of Train Hobbers. 

Satr Laxe, April 11.—The four 
men who robbed the train at Canyon 
Diablo last month have been brought 


q 


here by four Arizona officers, they 
having been captured in Southern 
Utah. The officers had a 300-mile 
chase over rivers, mountains and 
plains, ending in a pitched battle 
forcing the robbers to abandon their 
horses and scatter in the brush, where 
it took two days’ search to secure 
them. The party left for Denver yes- 
terday afternoon, after a six-hours’ 
rest ip this city. 

The officers had a hard trip over a 
desolate country, and first sighted the 
robbers on April Ist, in Wahivee Can- 
yon, about 100 miles east of Cannon- 
ville, in this Territory. .The officers 
called on the men to surrender, and 
were answered by a volley from their 
six-shooters, with which they were al] 
armed. The country being heavily 
timbered, both parties were well pro- 
tected, and a battle ensued. After 
about fifty shots had been exchanged, 
the robbers concluded it was getting 
too warm fur them, and, leaving their 
horses, beat a hasty retreat on foot to 
a country covered with a dense growth 
of underbrush, which made the pur- 
suit very difficult; but the officers per- 
sisted, and soon overhauled and: 
tured Bill Stineau, a noted deapatelt, 
and probably the leader of the gang. 

Next day Charles Clark and John 
Jmith were captured, and on April 4th 
James Quince was gatheed in. They 
had now succeeded in their object, but 
another difficulty presented itself.. To 
return with their prisoners over the 
road they had ..ome would be no small 
undertaking, and alter due considera- 
tion it was decided to press on to Mil- 
ford, and then go to Denver by way of 
Salt Lake, and then take the Santa Fe 
for Prescott. 

It is not known, even by the offi- 
cers, just how much money was stolen, 
but that found on the men, together 
with what has been accounted for, 
amounts to over $1,000. 

On the way up one of the prisoners 
made a full confession, so that there is 
not the slightest doubt as to the r ght 
parties having been captured. All of 
the prisoners are well educated, and 
Smith claims to be the son of a Bap- 
tist minister.

WEALTH IN WOOL. 
Nevada the Best Region in America 
for its Predaction. 

The Gagetre has frequently called 
attention to the rapid growth and 
marked success of the sheep business 
in Western Nevada and its value as a 
contributor to the commerce of Reno 
as a business center. It seems, from 


porter with John Fisler, a wool dealer 
from Philadelphia, that even those 


advantages possessed by this section 
for wool-growing. He said that if ever 
the American continent came to com- 
pete with Australia in the production 
of fine wool, it will come from sheep 
raised in this basin—that is, from Ne- 
vada, Wyoming and Montana. Utah 
has not the grade of sheep to compete. 
Idaho has’a fine dust that loads the 
fleece. .California has the dust and a 
burr that is a great objection; it grows 
everywhere, apparently, and the sheep 
ape’ it up and never get rid of it.

eed or fail sick or become half fam- 
ished. with thirst there is liable to be 
a break in the growth and a weak 
place in the staple, but shearing twice 
a vear would not help that.

grimaces which would do credit to a low 
comedian. 

‘For the effective simulation of grief, how- 
ever, I much prefer sobs totears. An au- 
dience: can hear. you sob, but it can not see 
you weep, - On this question I agree with 
Rachel, whom I consider the greatest tragic 
actress who ever trod the stage. Her sobs 
had a wonderful effect upon her audiences. 
She used to Say that it had taken five years’ 
constant study to reach perfection in this 
line and to get the sobs so they thoroughly 
suited her. She could crescendeand.dimin- 
uendo these demonstrations of grief with all 
the power of a piano virtuoso over the ivory 
keys. 

As I have said, I am occasionally carned 
away through the force of my imagination 
so that [amin the keenest sympathy with 
the sufferings of the character | portray, 
and am for a brief, period of time, perhaps, 
actually the character. But, as a general 
thing, I am entirely mistress of mysclif. I 
do not believe it is a possible thing to fee! 
actually the same as the person whose 
feelings you are depicting. Take my ex- 
perience in “La Tosca” for an illustration. 
In the fourth act 1 murder a man. Is it to 
be supposed for one moment that I have the 
same emotions as the woman had who 
actually committed the crimet...How can I? 
I never murdered aman. Yet I believe it 
is perfectly. possibie for me, through the 
devices of stage art, to set clearly before an 
audience a picture of the mingled remorse 
and terror which overtakes the woman who 


| has done the deed. 


To demonstrate how absurd. this theory 
is, that a player is actually possessed with 
the emotions of the character be or she is 
enacting, consider for a moment how it is 
possible for a player to appear in the same 
part night after night for forty weeks and be 
wrung with anguish for the twoor three 
hundred times thus made necessary. To 
attempt this one would die of mental ex- 
haustion before half the season was over. 
It is true that.there arc parts of *‘La Tosca’”’ 
where Iam so wrought upon by the dra- 
matic situations that my hands shake and 
I grow cold and rigid, but this is essen- 
tjally physica] and not mental or emotional. 
I have come off the stage after one of these 
scenes trembling and weak, but there was 
no depression of spirits such as would have 
resulted from my passing through such 
emotions in life. IfI had ever felt as ‘La 
Tosca’? must have done at the end of the 


fourth act, I should not have been able to 


finish the play. 
WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE. 


Az English Lady Makes a Plea and An- 
swers Some Objections. 

Let no tian or woman be mistaken as to 

what this movement for women’s suffrage 

really means, writes Mrs. Fawcett in the 


7oman’s World. We none of us want to | 


turn the world upside-down, or to convert 
women into men. We want women, on the 
contrary, above all things to continue 
womanly—womanly in the highest and 
best sense—and to bring their true wom, 
an’s influence on behalf of whatsoever 
things are true, honest, just, pure, lovely 
and of good report, to bear upon the con- 
duct of public. affairs. Some..peopie at 
tempt to meet the claim of women to repre- 
sentation by the absurdly irreievant re- 
amark, forI can not call it an argument, 
that women householders ought not te vote 
for members of Parliament because they 
can not be policemen and can not be 
soldiers. Who wants them to be either 
policemen or soldiers?. There must always 
be a certain division of labor between the 
sexes.. The. physical constitution of a 
woman fits her to perform certain duties, 
on which the welfare of society in a high 
degree depends. The physical constitution 
of aman fits him for certain other duties, 
one of which is that of external defense. 
And there are certain other dutiés...which 
men and.“women~= must undertake jointly 
and in co-operation with one another, 
and from which the total withdrawal! 
of one. sex or the other is fraught 
with danger and mischief. Those who 
are in favor of woman’s suffrage maintain 
that the duty of loving one’s country, of 
understanding her interests, of endeavor: 
ing to influence public affairs by the choice 
of men of high ter and true_patriot- 
ism to serye in Parliament, is one which is 
incumbent on women as well as on men. 
There is nothing in the nature of a woman 
which fits her to be a policeman or a sol- 
dier; and there is nothing in the nature of 
a@ woman which unfits her to love her coun- 
try and to serve her by helping to send 
good men to promote seand legislation in 
Parliament. 

People sometimes talk as if fighting for 
one’s country were the only way of serving 
her. Surely thatis taking a very one-sided 
view of a nation’s interests. All work well 
done, all service in lifting up the lives of 
others to a higher level, “All we have 
wished or hoped or dreamed of good,”’ 
forms the reali treasury of national great- 
ness. I have no wish to disparage the use- 
fulness, the necessity; of the army and the 
police force; but civilization owes quite as 
much to that great host of silent, busy 
workers, of whom at least half are women, 
through whose labors alone there 1s any 
thing worth preserving, as to the army and 
the police force for preserving it.

» GEORGIA DIAMONDS. 


A Story of the Moonshiners and Their 
More Than Peculiar Ways. 

A Georgia mineralogist in the Jewelers’ 
“The recent discovery of small 
diamonds on a farm near Atlanta, recalls 
“the va¥ious oceurrences ‘which have from 
time to time given evidences.that Hall 
County contains a diamond belt. You may 
not have heard one of the most character- 
istic of our stories. 

“The small farmers who people the 
broken country west of here are densely 
ignorant and intensely superstitious. The 
_little valleys are full of moonshine whisky 
’ stills, and the deputy United States mar- 
 shals are kept busy routing them out and 
‘arresting their owners. The first revenue 
officers that raided through Northeast 
Georgia immediately after reconstruction 
were Northern men. They literally fought 
their way through the country, and never 
ventured on araid without the protection 
of a squad of soldiers from the Second 
United States Infantry, .which command 
was at that time stationed at Ringgold bar- 
racks, Atlanta. 

‘ The marshals met with only indifferent 
success at first, for they were unfamiliar 
with the country and the moonshiners had 
them at a disadvantage. When they had 
formed some few acquaintances among the 
moonshiners they were able, by the promise 
of liberal pay, to secure the services of 
skilled pilots, whose cupidity outweighed 
their neighborly loyalty. These apostates 
were bitterly hated by the illicit distillers, 
and more than one man who betrayed the 
hiding place of a still was ambushed and 
shot down. Others were captured, whipped

they were glad to flee the country. 

‘When General Jeff. Findlay was a | 
deputy marshal he employed a pilot named 
Bud Davis, who was half hunter, ‘half 
miner, a confirmed ne’er-do-well, and 
familiar with the intricate topography of 
the mountains.
